ASIIES, 

Asis are perhaps more valuable on light, sandy 
soils, than on those which have a considerable per 
centaum of aluminous matter. ‘They are valuable 
either in a leached or unleached state. Lands that 
have been foutld almost barren, when cultivated in 
corn, have, upon being liberally dressed with ashes, 
without any other manure, produced forty-five bush- 
els per acre of sound grain, One of the principal 
benefits derived from the use of ashes on light arena- 
ceous lands, is an increased capacity they confer upon 
it of retaining moisture. Ashes also give to the land 
silicate of potash, which is necessary in the formation 
of straw and stems. 

On Long Island, and in many parts of New Jersey, 
ashes are extensively used, with the best results. It 
is thought by those whe have had the most experience 
in their use, that on sand lands, where there is ordina- 
rily a deticieney of moisture, that the application of 
from forty to forty-five bushels per acre, will invaria- 
bly produce a suflicient augmentation of crop to pay 
the expense. In compost, ashes, both leache] and 
unleached, possess a decided value. Where muck, 
green vegetable matter, and animal excrement are 
composted together, their use will be found to add 
greatly to the efficiency of the manure when applied 
to most descriptions of soil, but more particularly will 
their influence be recognizable of sandy lands, which 
are frequently injured by the presence of free acids, 
salt of iron, Xc.—armer and Artizan.
